This  i»|>iiiii>ii,  I  conceive,  is  arrogant 
and  contemptuous;  as  pregnant  with  mi>cliiefs, 
as  unrounded  in  truth.  Surely  we  can  bi  iter 
spare  one  or  two  great  men,  than  millions  of 
uretched  Heathens  can  dispense  with  tlieir  ser¬ 
vices.  An  able  General  is  worth  half  his  ar- : 
uiy  ;  an  apostolic  Bishop  half  his  Clergy.  *  hi 
great  men  the  .Ahnighty  suspends,  soineiimes,  | 
the  fate  of  Churches  and  Nations;  and  this  is 
a  crisis  in  our  affairs,  which  seems  to  call  fori 
llic  services  of  no  common  characters.  The  i 
meanest ot  our  Mis  iniiaries  should  be  greatly 
good,  to  embark  in  a  godlike  work,  on  godlike 
motives.  Great  activity,  industry,  patience,  fur- 
litude,  and  |)er.-everaricc  are  qualifications  f.s- | 
scvTiAt.  to  the  .Missionary  Without  these,  he  j 
never  can  suc»eed.  Zeal,  disinterestcdiiess,  j 
talents,  elocution,  will  not  avail  without  their 
tiriii  support.  How  few,  even  of  good  men, 
combine  a  large  proportion  of  the.se  solid  qual¬ 
ities!  Blunt  must  be  that  tool,  which  receives 
not  an  edge  from  incessant  shar)>cniiig  ;  barren 
the  soil,  which  derives  not  fertility  from  patient 
cultivation.  Men,  thus  diligent  in  the  noblest 
business,  cannot  lie  mean  men ;  nor  shall  they 
stand  liefore  mean  men,  but  before  ihc  princes 
of  GikI's  people.  Usefulness,  peace,  and  hnn-

inen  whom  we  want.  They  have  the  cpialifica- ! 
lions  of  .Missionaries,  though  they  should  not 
hare  one  splendid  trait  in  their  characters  But 
to  these  veteran  qualities  which  maintain  the 
tug  of  battle,  if  we  can  accumulate  on  our  Mis¬ 
sionary  every  endowment  of  nature  and  every 
improvement  of  education,  nothing  will  be  su- 
perrtuous.  We  will  despise  no  man  :  we  will 
flatter  no  man.  It  was  to  no  inferior,  nor  even 
•uling  Angel,  that  God  committed  the  work  of 
our  salvation  It  was  delegated  to  his  own  dear 
Son,  and  it  phased  tfte  Father,  not  to  spare, 
but  to  bruise  him;  to  subject  him  to  every  suf¬ 
fering  and  indignity,  that  none  might  claim  ex¬ 
emption,  from  the  peasant  to  the  prince.  In 
bis  hand  the  weakest  instrument  shall  be  strong, 
tnd  the  noblest  derive  dignity  from  his  meanest 
'Crvice.  The  .Master  Builders  of  the  Sanctua¬ 
ry  must  be  no  coiinnon  artists.  “  Bezaleel  and 
Aholiab,  in  whose  hearts  is  the  Spirit  of  God, 
IQ  wisdom,  in  uridei standing,  and  in  knowledge; 
•o  know  how  to  work  aB  manner  of  work  for 
the  Sanctuary,”  must  build  it.  When  on  earth, 
the  generous  St  Paul  could  not  br.Mik  to  “  build 
on  another  m.ui’s  foundation  or  to  boast  of 
ibitigs  made  ready  to  his  hand  in  another’s  line 
of  service.”  Could  he  bo  permitted  to  aid  the 
labors  of  the  Church  fioin  heaven,  what  could 
we  offer  him  but  this  deserted  standard,  and  rc- 
S'lest  him  to  lead  us  to  Delhi,  to  Ispahan,  and 
Mecca? 

Pre-eminent  as  the  Episcopal  Order  is  now, 
rbe  Apostles  and  Evangelists  claimed  the  glori¬ 
ous  work  of  Missions,  as  their  own.  It  was  the 
post  of  danger,  suffering,  and  labour ;  and, 
'berefore,  the  post  of  honor.  So  it  is  now. 
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Mean  is  the  man,  who  thinks  it  mean.  Tli<' . 
oHi.  e  has  sunk  in  estimation,  becau-e  we  are 
too  little  to  assert  its  dignity;  hut  when  that' 
day  shall  come — and  come  it  will — when  (lod 
shall  again  pour  out  Ins  Hpirit  from  nii  high, 
then  we  shall  learn  war,  and  know  how  to  use 
mi.ssionary  arms.  The  sword  is  nothing,  with-, 
out  the  (land  that  wields  It.  The  glorious  | 
pel  Itself  may  be  made  a  mere  neutral  ibiiig  | 
Weliaveihe  sword  of  St  Paul,  the  sword  of  j 
God,  into  whose  ethereal  temper  the  Holy  Ghost  j 
has  wrought  all  the  truth  and  wisdom,  all  the 
grace  and  power  of  God,  On  its  double  edge 
are  life  and  death.  All  the  idols  of  tie  East 
ami  South  are  desutied  to  all  before  its  insuf¬ 
ferable  brightness.  Hut  where  is  the  hai.d  to 
grasp  it  ?  Burning  Seraphim  would  glory  to 
use  this  immortal  weapon  ;  but  it  may  not  he. 
It  is  the  gift  of  Christ  to  the  Church;  and  it 
is  to  be  used  only  hy  conscious  imbecility, 
through  faith  in  tue  Lorn  of  the  Sword,  that  all 
the  excelle  cy  of  the  weapon  and  of  iJie  ^aith 
that  uses  it,  may  be  ascribed  to  God  alone. —

versal  in  Its  application,  as  the  duty  founded 
upon  the  same  Oiacles  to  do  good  unto  all  men, 
as  trr  have  opportnnitif. 

For  the  success  that  has  attended  Missionary 
endeavours  in  recent  times,  it  is  sufficient  to 
refer  to  the  rise  and  progress  of  ('hrisiianity  in 
the  Islands  and  Continent  of  North  AiiicricH. 
in  the  South-^ea  Islands,  and  in  Western  and 
Southern  Africa  ;  in  all  which  places,  unknown 
or  impervious  to  the  Missionaries  of  earlier  days, 
their  successors,  in  these  times,  have  carried 
the  spiritual  blessings  of  our  Holy  Religion,  and 
the  temporal  benefits  which  have  ever  attended 
the  progress  of  Christianity  in  all  |>arts  of  the 
earth. — Report  Ch.  Miss.  Soc. 

llttSTlLITY  TO  MIS.SION.H. 

If  the  fact  be  unquestionable,  that  there  is 
an  empire  upon  earth  of  which  Satan  is  the 
anxioas,  powerfal;  and  malignant  protector, 
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then  why  should  any  man  he  astoni.shed  to  find 
almost  innumerable  obstacles  and  enemies  to 
the  prosecution  o'  the  .Missionary  cause  ? 

Other  iiioveincnts  of  the  servants  of  God  may 
or  may  not  be  ol  a  nature  to  a-aail  any  strong- 
Iwild  III  the  empire  ol  the  Prince  of  this  world  , 
hot  the  Misshmary  Enterprize  may  be  consid¬ 
ered  as  an  assault,  at  once  open  and  direct,  at 
the  very  heart  of  its  citadel.  Is  it  not  then  to 
be  px|tected,  that  an  enemy  so  fierce,  powerful, 
and  implacable,  will  resist  such  an  attack  ?  AI- 
th'.ugh,  therefore,  I  would  be  far  from  consider¬ 
ing  the  wh<v|eoflhe  opposition  to  Missionary  In¬ 
stitutions,  as  originating  in  so  terrible  an  influ¬ 
ence  as  that  with  which  we  are  here,  concern¬ 
ed;  and  would,  on  the  contrary,  Ireely  ascribe 
a  portion  of  such  hostility  to  mere  misapprehen¬ 
sion  on  the  part  of  the  enemn  s  of  these  Socie¬ 
ties,  and  another  jxirtion  to  the  defects  of  their 
advocates  .  yet,  it  is  obvious,  from  the  forego¬ 
ing  statement,  that  much  of  this  hostility  ought 
lo  be  assigned  to  tlie  direct  influence  of  that 
Malignant  Spirit,  of  whom  the  Missionary 
Cause  IS  the  natural  and  avowed  enemy.  Is 
the  Spirit  of  evil,  an  accuser  of  the  brethren  * — 
then  have  we  a  right  to  expect  railing  uccusa- 
tinn  against  his  opposers.  Is  he  the  father  oj 
lies  ? — then  we  may  expect  lo  be  pursued  by 
the  grossest  fal.sehonds  and  calumnies.  Was 
he  a  murderer  from  tli>  beginning  ? — then  have 
we  reason  to  anticipate  severity,  persecution, 
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measured  and  unwearied  malignity  can  prose¬ 
cute  its  ohject.  Has  he  a  direct  interest  in 
weakening  the  hands  or  alienating  the  hearts 
of  the  fricds  of  Missions?  then  may  we  ex¬ 
pect  temptations  »o  grow  iceory  in  well-doing, 
to  magnify  difficulties,  to  multiply  dangers,  to 
associate  all  that  is  honest  and  vigorous  in  re¬ 
ligion  with  fanaticism,  and  to  identify  that 
which  is  languid  and  useless  with  sound  sense 
and  manly  discretion.  But,  my  brethren,  if 
the  Soldier  in  an  ordinary  warfare  would  be 
contemptible,  who,  having  marched  to  encoun¬ 
ter  the  enemy,  should  abandon  his  colours  the 
instant  that  the  enemy  presented  himself,  it  is 
surely  no  less  unworthy  of  the  Soldier  of  the 
Cross  lo  quit  the  field,  because  the  very  enemy 
appears,  whose  absence  would  at  once  demon¬ 
strate  the  cau.se  to  be  too  bad  or  too  weak  to  de¬ 
mand  his  interference.  Has  not  the  wicked  one, 
as  well  as  we  ourselves,  heard  the  declaration, 
f  behel-l  Satan  as  lightning  fall  from  heaven  ? 
I  — and  will  he  not  endeavour  to  shackle  the 
hand,  which  would  assist  to  pluck  him  from  his 
usuiped  throne,  to  extinguish  his  glory,  and  to 
hurl  him  down  to  the  pit,  the  smoke  of  whiefi 
nscrodeth  forever  and  ever  ?  Instead,  then,  ot 
shrinking  from  the  hostility  of  this  deadly  foe 
to  the  Church  of  Christ,  welcome  it  as  a  token 
for  good,  and  as  the  pledge  of  future  and  ever¬ 
lasting  triumph  I — uev.  j.  w.  cv.^ininuham. 

VIEW  OF  AFRICA. 

Pew  parts  of  the  world  claim  a  larger  share  iu 
the  sympathy  of  Christians  than  Africa  :  not 
only  do  we  owe  to  that  portion  of  our  globe  a 
large  debt  of  reparation  and  kindness  for  the 
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inexpressible  miseries  inflicted  by  the  slave- 
trade  on  the  inhabitants  of  its  wef^tem  tml 
eastern  shores,  hut  the  deep  moral  ignuranc 
in  which  her  sable  tribes  are  in  pv**ry  part  in¬ 
volved,  renders  Africa  an  especial  object  of  re¬ 
ligious  chanty.  The  slave-trade  excited  wars 
and  divisions  among  many  of  the  African  na¬ 
tions  who  had  lived  comparatively  harmless 
among  themselves,  and  arrcsied  their  simple 
efforts  at  civilization  and  improvement ;  some 
of  them  it  could  not  render  more  cruel  than 
they  were  ;  hut  among  these  if  a  hundredth  pan 
of  that  effort  had  been  used  to  establish  a  legit¬ 
imate  and  civilizing  commerce  which  was  put 
forth  to  obtain  slaves,  and  had  this  been  ac¬ 
companied  by  endeavours  to  introduce  among 
them  the  light  of  the  Christian  faith,  even  these 
semi-civilized  barbarians,  such  as  the  p<*ople  of 
the  kingdoms  of  Ashantee,  llahomy,  and  others, 
must  at  this  time  have  presented  a  different 
character.  It  is  most  melancholy  to  reflect, 
that  along  a  great  part  of  the  western  coast  of 
that  continent,  and  no  small  part  of  the  eastern 
too,  professed  Christians  have  been  known 
chiefly  as  exciters  of  and  partakers  in  the  most 
atrocious  deeds — that  they  have  not  only  kept 
the  Africans  back  from  improvement,  but  have 
plunged  them  into  th-  lowest  depths  of  cruelty 
and  barbaris  >» — and  that  even  now,  when  our 
country  is  endeavouring  to  use  her  power  for 
purposes  of  mercy  to  the  people  of  that  conti¬ 
nent,  other  European  nations  are  reviving  the 
trade  in  human  beings,  extending  it  in  new  d^ 
reciions,  and  counteracting,  as  far  as  may  lie 
and  with  too  nnich  efficiency,  the  endeavours 
making  to  extend  knowledge  and  religion  in 
Africa.  This  activity  of  the  wicked  in  doing 
mischief  and  inflicting  misery,  under  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  lust  of  gain,  ought  only  to  stimulate 
the  activity  of  benevolence  and  religious  char- 
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which  have  been  the  result  of  this  violence  and 
aggression  of  nations  professing  to  be  Christians, 
Africa  presents  a  moral  scene  of  the  most  af¬ 
fecting  kind.  To  the  North  it  is  involved  in 
Muhamedan  darkness,  delusion,  and  vice  ;  in 
the  South  the  people  are  sunk  almost  below 
paganism  itself,  having  scarcely  any  form  of  re¬ 
ligion  or  intellectual  activity— wretched,  sor¬ 
did,  and  degraded  to  the  level  of  beasts  ;  high 
up  the  East  coast  they  are  in  a  state  of  equal 
degradation,  but  with  more  ferocity  .  in  some 
parts  of  the  West  and  tending  to  the  interior, 
there  arc  several  half-civilized  kingdoms,  whose 
superstitions  are  not  only  gross  but  hideously 
cruel :  of  the  central  nations  we  as  yet  know 
little,  of  many  nothing ;  but  there  is  no  hope 
that  any  of  them  are  in  a  state  much  above  the 
rest.  Yet  Africa  contains  millions  of  immortal 
souls ;  yet  Africa  has,  both  in  former  times  and 
tn  our  own  days,  witnessed  the  glorious  and  hal¬ 
lowing  triumphs  of  the  Gospel ;  and  over  all  her 
sun-burnt  plains  and  in  her  trackless  forests 
shall  her  children  ultimately  stretch  out  their 
hands  unto  God  !— Shoukrl.

We  should  fi-el  it  incumbent  on 
ns  to  reject  many,  very  many,  ho6ks  generally 
receiveil,  and  it  would  lx-  iieressary  to  stale,  in 
a  few  words,  at  least,  the  reasons.  These  have, 
III  many  cas  s,  been  forgotten  in  the  interval 
which  has  elapsed  since  the  books  were  read  ; 
and  in  all,  it  would  retpiire  leisure,  to  revise  and 
arrange  our  notes.  Then  again,  some  state¬ 
ment  of  the  character  of  many  oftlie  works  n-- 
conunended,  would  be,  if  not  necessary,  at  least 
very  useful — more  demand  for  time  and  trouble. 
We  regret  to  say,  that  for  the  present,  at  least, 
we  rannot  furnish  the  list  so  much  called  for, 
and  w  hich  we,  as  fully  as  any,  feel  to  be  much 
needed.

The  cautions  to  be  given  for  avoiding  these 
dangers,  and  to  render  conversation  innocent 
ami  agreeable,  fall  uniter  the  following  particu¬ 
lar*  :  .silence;  talking  of  indifferept  things; 
and,  which  makes  up  too  great  a  part  of  conver¬ 
sation,  giving  of  characters,  speaking  well  or 
evil  of  others. 

The  wise  man  observes,  that  “  there  is  a 
time  to  sjieak,  and  a  time  to  keep  silence.” 
One  meets  with  people  in  the  world,  who  seem 
never  to  have  made  the  last  of  these  observa¬ 
tions.  And  yet  these  great  talkers  do  not  at  all 
spr-dk  fiuni  (licir  liarin^  any  thing'  to  say.  OS  ev¬ 
ery  sentence  shows,  but  only  from  their  inclina¬ 
tion  to  be  talking.  Their  conversation  is  mere¬ 
ly  an  exercise  of  the  tongue  ;  no  other  human 
faculty  has  any  share  in  it.  It  is  strange  these 
persona  can  help  reflecting,  that  unless  they 
hare  in  truth  a  superior  capacity,  and  are  in  an 
extraordinary  manner  furnished  for  conversa¬ 
tion  ;  if  they  are  entertaining,  it  is  at  their  own 
expense.  Is  it  possible,  that  it  should  never 
come  into  people’s  thoughts  to  suspect,  wheth¬ 
er  or  no  it  be  to  their  advantage,  to  show  so 
very  much  of  themselves  ?  “  O  that  you  would 

altogether  hold  your  peace,  and  it  should  be 
your  wisdom  ”  Remember  likewise,  there 
are  persons  who  love  fewer  words,  an  inoffen¬ 
sive  sort  of  people,  and  who  deserve  some  re¬ 
gard,  though  of  too  still  and  comttosed  tempers 
for  you.  ( >f  this  number  was  the  son  of  Sirach  ; 
for  he  plainly  speaks  from  experience,  when  he 
says,  “  \%  hills  of  -and  are  to  the  steps  of  the 
aged,  so  is  one  of  many  words  to  a  quiet  man." 
But  one  would  think  it  should  be  obvious  to  ev¬ 
ery  one,  that  when  they  are  in  company  with 

their  superiors  of  anv  kind,  in  vears.  knowledge, 
and  experience  ;  when  proper  and  usefilT  sub¬ 
jects  are  discoursed  of,  which  they  cannot  bear 
a  part  in ;  that  these  are  times  for  silence  ; 
when  they  should  learn  to  hear,  and  be  atten¬ 
tive,  at  least  in  their  turn.  It  is  indeed  a  very 
unhappy  way  these  people  are  in  :  they  in  a 
manner  cut  themselves  out  from  all  advantage 
of  conversation,  except  that  of  being  entertain¬ 
ed  with  their  own  talk;  their  business  in  com¬ 
ing  into  company  not  being  at  all  to  be  inform¬ 
ed,  to  hear,  to  learn,  but  to  display  thems*  Ives, 
nr  rather  to  exert  their  faculty,  and  talk  without 
any  de.sign  at  all.  And  if  we  consider  conver¬ 
sation  as  an  entertainment,  as  somewhat  to  un¬ 
bend  the  mind,  as  a  diversion  from  the  cares, 
the  busines.*,  and  the  sorrows  of  life  ;  it  is  of 
the  very  nature  of  it,  that  the  discourse  be  mu¬ 
tual.  This,  I  say,  is  implied  in  the  very  notion 
of  what  we  distinguish  by  conversation,  or  being 
in  company.  Attention  to  the  continued  dis¬ 
course  of  one  alone  grows  more  painful  often, 
than  the  cares  and  business  we  come  to  be  di- 
vertetl  from  He,  therefore,  who  imposes  this 
upon  us,  is  guilty  of  a  double  offence  ;  arbitra¬ 
rily  enjoining  silence  u|x>n  all  the  rest,  and  like¬ 
wise  obliging  them  to  this  painful  attention. 

T  am  sensible  these  things  are  apt  to  be  pass¬ 
ed  over,  as  too  little  to  come  into  a  serious  dis¬ 
course;  but,  in  reality,  men  are  obliged,  even 
in  point  of  morality  and  virtue,  to  observe  all  the 
decencies  of  behaviour.  The  greatest  evils  in 
life  have  had  their  rise  from  somewhat,  which 
was  thought  of  ton  little  importance  to  be  at¬ 
tended  to.

Throughout 
the  East,  the  custom  so  often  alluded  to  in 
Scripture,  of  its  being  the  duty  of  females  to  go 
to  the  wells,  seems  to  have  prevailed  from  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  the  remotest  antiquity,  and  is  as  preva¬ 
lent  at  the  present  moment,  as  when  Rebecca 
assuaged  the  thirst  of  the  servant  of  Abraham, 
“  at  the  time  of  the  evening,  even  at  the  time 
when  women  go  out  to  draw  water,”*  or  when 
the  woman  of  Samaria  met  Jesus  by  the  well  of 
Jacob.

This  very  edifice  too,  and  others  constructed

well ,  ( phrear )  and  drank  thereof  himself,  his 
children,  dtc.  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Whoso¬ 
ever  drinkeih  of  this  water  sliall  tiiirst  again. 
But  whoso  drinketh  ot  the  water  that  I  shall 
give  him  shall  never  thirst,  but  the  water  that  I 
shall  give  him  shall  be  unto  him  a  well  (pege) 
of  water  springing  up  into  eternal  life.”  (I 
John,  IV.  10 — 14  ) 

Now,  in  the  above  passage,  the  words  phrear 
and  pege  have  been  indiscriminately  translated 
“  well whereas  the  latter,  which  is  applied 
by  our  .-aviour  to  the  “  living  water,”  signifies 
&  fountain,  a  constant  spring,  m  which  sense 
it  is  employed  in  the  Epistle  by  James  : — “  Doth 
a  fountain  (pegr)  send  forth  at  the  same  place 
sweet  water  and  bitter  ^”*— and  the  former, 
phrear,  which  should  be  translated  a  nstern  or 
restreoir,  from  the  Hebrew,  signifies  literally  a 
pit,  as  in  Luke  xiv.  “  Which  of  you  shall 
have  an  ox  or  an  ass  fallen  into  a  pit,” 
(phrea  )  ;  and  in  Revelation'*,  ix.  I,  2,  the  key 
of  the  Iwtlomless  pit,  ( tou  phreatus ) ;  and  enoizc 
to  phrear,  &c.,  he  opened  the  bottomless  pit.
